was a god of terror 
and oppression. 


“When I left my 
country,” Arpad told me, “I 
felt as if a heavy stone was 
lifted from my mind.” 


He was sitting across the 
table, dressed in a smart 
leather jerkin with a gold 
fountain pen sticking out of 
his pocket, the last two 
relics of his recent glory. 


A few months ago Arpad 
wis not a mere number in 
the desolate refugees’ camp 
in Trieste. He was then 
Lieutenant Arpad of the

Hungarian political police, 
and his name spelt terror 
to the 14,000 workers slav-_ 
ing in the steel mill where 
he. commanded a security 
detachment. 


At the age of 24 Arpad 
was tasting the delights of 
power, and ease. He was a

academy of Budapest where 
Russian instructors lectur- 
ing through interpreters 
taught him = all about: 
sabotage and how to handle 
revolutions or deviations. 


FRIEND of mine who 
lives in Greenwich Vil-

“You ask Madam how 
mon with a Harvard accent 
got to be a tramp.

While this docs happen 
in the majority af persons, it Js 
not normal at all. The mass of 
muscles gradugily become less 
after 25 years of age ahd the 
body -welght, therefore, should 
actually be less. at 50 than at 


25, 
DANGER OF CONDITION 

I should ‘lie to convince every 
overweight man und woman of 
the danger of this condition, If 
{ could, I could undoubtedly 
save many lives because, once 
convinced. they would take the 
matter seriously enough to make 
the effort to reduce. 

There are many, disorders, 
chiefly those known as the 
chronic degenerative diseases, 
that are more dangerous in over- 
weight persons. For example, -. 
Ogures show that high blood 
pressure occurs three times more 
often in overweight pcrsons 
than tn athors. 

‘The American people are not 
only the best fed moople in the 
world, but they also trave the - 
highest death rate from diabetes. 
‘The figures show that diabetes 
is more frequent In overweight | 
persons, ond that cancer also 
sbows up more often in the 
obese, Overweight persons also, 
do not endure surgery as Wi 


‘[as those of normal weight. Even 


deaths fram accidents are more 
frequent in the obese. As one 
investigator has said, “When a 
fat man falls, he falls harder.”

are overweight Even suicides 


are more frequent in this group. | 


Most always a person becomes 
overweight not because he has 
some glandular disturbance, but 


because he cata more than he | 


needs, © Even when glandular 
disturbances are present, there 
would be no excess gain in 
welght unless the person ate 
‘too much. 

Over a period of years, people 
get accustomed to a certain 
butk of food. If this same 
bulk can tbe maintained, but the 
‘caloric or licat value reduced, o 
loss of welght will occur. For 
example, a group of patients 
were given a bully dict contain- 
ing only one calorie per gram of 
food and they lost welght. When 
they were given a dict contain- 
ing 2% oalories per gram: ot 
food, they all gained weight.

Russia’s superiority is 
due mainly to the guidance 
of German technicians, who 
at the end of the war, knew 
possibly a little more about 
jets than we did. 

One other interesting fact. 
The vast and vitally .im 
portant Junkers aircraft 
factory at Dassau is now 
being ‘moved “lock, stock, 
and barrel” to Russia. 

So much for the air. 
What about the sea? I will 
quote only one fact stated 
by an expert. ‘“‘Russia’s 
submarine strength today 
is certainly double that of 
Germany in 1939.”
